present at the opening. 
At 8:30 


o'clock the turnstiles clicked, and the 
first of the millions* of people Who 
will visit the beautiful 
"rain'bow 


city" during- Ike six months of its 
existence passed into the grounds to 
view the products of American in- 
genuity and scientific research and 
the resources «of the two continents of 
the Western 'Hemisfphere which fill 
the magnificent buildings, beautiful 
in their architectural design, har- 
monious in their coloring and interior 
decoration. 


No ceremonies marked the opening 


of the gates, it having been decided 
•by the management to combine the 
opening day ceremonies with those 
of dedication d-ay, May SO. 


The change in the date, however, 


did not cause a moment's relaxation 
of the strenuous efforts being put 
forth by everyone connected with the 
exposition to have everything as 
nearly ready as possible for today's 
opening, 


The Appearance of the buildiings 


and grounds this morning bore ample 
evidence of their efforts. 
Storm, aqd 


the inevitable delays* incident to any 
undertaking of this magnitude made 
impossible the realization of the hope 
that this might be the first of the 
groat expositions to be complete on 
its opening day. 


But so much more already has been 


wrought than was deemed possible 
at the inception of the project that 
all are satisfied with the extent and 
beauty of the fair as dt appeared this 
morning, carried through from the 
beginning toy the citizens of Buffalo 
without state ox federal aid.

pay $5,000 for the privilege. t The 
ticket was sent to him yesterday. 


At noon the paid admissions only 


aggregated about 1,000, the majority 
of the visitors being employes, or oth- 
ers entering on passes.

ays a garrison of six thousand men 
should be left at Tien-Tsin and the 


djoining district, Great Britain, 


Fance, Germany and Japan to con- 
tribute fourteen hundred men each 
,nd Italy to contribute four hundred 
men. 
To garrison Shang-h-^Sai-Kwan 


France, Bussia, Great Britain 
and 


Germany are to contribute 300 men 
ach and Italy one company until 
he forts are razsd. So long as any 
orces occupy Chinese territory the 
oreign military commanders must 
xercise the full authority of a civil 
dministration, 
according to the 


principle established at The Hague in 
.899, 
The Chinese may remain in 


iffice, as in the case of Pao Ting ITu 
ind, partly/Tien-Tsin* 


Besides the six thousand men in 
he Tien-Tsin 
district, 
warships, 


which must always be in the Pei-Ho, 
will preserve communication with the 
nternational fleet at Taktu 


To allow this administration 
to 


depend in any respect on the man- 
darins would be an utter impossi- 
bility. 
Friction would arise imme-

Vicksburg, Miss., IVCay 1.—Through

Among the members of the cabinet 
he president's address last night, 
with pointed allusions to the princi-

arging transportation facilities for 
he expanding trade of greater Amer- 
ca, with the brilliant 
picture he 


drew ofxthe commercial possibilities 
n the orient under the "open door" 
policy in China, to which his ftdmin- 
stration has secured the adherence

Bullets glanced from the can and 
narrowly onissed striking Stebba in 
h'e head. 
The men then 
almost 


ame to blows and the incident since 
hen has furnished fertile cause for 
dispute. 
ftA&TEt) TO SETTLE TltOtTBLE. 
Both men were eager to settle the 
ispute in some decisive manner and 
when they met yesterday afternoon 
hey agreed to go to the fair ground 
and fight 
the 
matter 
out. The 


ragedy followed shortly afterward 
nd there were no eyewitnesses to 
he aifair. On the way to his death 
Itebbs passed his home and his wife, 
leeing him in company with Miller, 
and knowing there was bitter feeling 
between the two men, ran out of the 
house with her baiby in her arms and 
ried to dissuade her husband from 
:ontinuing the altercation. 


Stebbs broke away from his plead- 


ng wife and continued with Miller 
n the watf to the fair grounds. The 
wife, fearing for her husband's safe- 
;y, followed the pair with the little 
one still in. her arms. 
The angry 


men, however, quickened their pace 
and the frightened woman was out- 
stripped, When within two squares 
f the scene of the tragedy she heard 
the fatal shot fired. 


Impelled by her fear she hastened 


her steps. 
Within a- few minutes 


she reached her husband's side and 
found him, with 
blood 
streaming 


from a wound in his breast, breath- 
ng his last, 
iMILLER STA&TS FOR MARION. 
Immediately after 
the 
shooting 


Miller hurried to 
his- home 
and 


changed his clothes and boarded an 
interurban car, ostensibly for Mar- 
ion. When he reached Jonesboro at 
7 o'clock last evening he was arrest- 
id by Officer 
Pem'berton 
on sus- 


picion. 
He refused 
to make any 


statement 
concerning the tragedy 


and only requested that he might not 
be taken to Pairmount to be seen 
by his mother. 


The officers acceded to his request 


and Miller was taken to Marion anc 
placed in jail. 


Miller's mother is just (recovering 


from an attack of nervous prostra- 
tion and it is feared the fchdck Of 
the tragedy may kill her, 
Stebbs 


leaves a widow and a two*month*old 
'babe* He was <a, blower in the Ran 
glass factory. Miller was a gathered 
in the same factory. Stebb's father 
is one of the most prominent glass 
workers in the gas belt.

K. AND L. OF H. LAWS KEVISED, 


Jcffersonville, Ind., April 30.— 


The committee on law revision of the 
Knights and Ladies of Honor of In- 
diana, appointed by the last grand 
lodge, and composed of George W, 
Self, of Corydon; W. W. Hulten, of 
Indianapolis, and Mrs. Emma Com- 
paret, of Fort Wayne, has completed 
its* work and adjourned. Many im- 
portant changes were made, which, 
after being appioved by the supreme 
lodge committee on laws, will go into 
effect, to stand until the next biennial 
session of the grand lodge, to be held 
in 19d'3. 


Some of the changes are: That any 


membei of the grand lodge may be 
elected representative to the supreme 
lodge; heretofore only those who had 
held the office of grand protector were 
eligible. Past grand protectors and 
charter members who attend grand 
lodge sessions will not be allowed 
mileage and pei diem, but will have 
all privileges heretofore 
granted 


them. In October, of the yeais be- 
tween the grand lodge sessions, the 
finance committee shall meet at the 
office of the grand secretary to audit 
the accounts, and the grand secre- 
tary shall report its work to the 
subordinate lodges.

Pan-American 
exposition 
were 


thrown open this morning and not- 
-withstanding it had rained all night 
and1 the weather 
condi-tions were 


threatening large crowds were gath- 
ered at each of tlie gates, and as the 
morning 
brightened the 
various 


routes to the grounds were well pa- 
tronized by 'those who desired to be 
present at the opening. 
At 8:30 


o'clock the turnstiles clicked, and the 
first of the millions of people who 
will visit the beautiful 
"rainbow 


city" during the six months of its 
existence passed into the grounds to 
view the products of American, in- 
genuity and scientific research and 
the resources of the two continents of 
the Western Hemisphere which fill 
the magnificent buildings, beautiful 
in their architectural design, har- 
monious in their coloring and interior 
decoration. 


No ceremonies marked the opening 


of the gates, it having been decided 
•by the management to combine the 
opening day ceremonies with those 
of dedication d-ay, May 20. 


The change in the date, however, 


did not cause a moment's relaxation 
of the strenuous efforts being put 
forth by everyone connected with the 
exposition to have everything as 
nearly ready as possible for today's 
opening. 


The appearance of the buildiings 


and grounds this morning -bore ample 
evidence of their efforts. 
Storm, and 


the inevitable del-ays incident to any 
undertaking of tins magnitude made 
impossible the realization of the hope 
that this might be the first of the 
great expositions to be complete on 
its opening day.

THE DIPLOMATS. 


LARGE FORCE IS NECESSARY 


UNTIL INDEMNITY IS PAID BY 


CHINA. 


THE 
TROOPS 
APPORTIONED 


NO ALLOTMENT IS 
MADE TO 


UNITED STATES. 


Pekin, Tuesday, April 30.—Field 


Marshal Von Waldersce, in the letter 
which he sent to the ministers today, 
as the reply of the generals to the 
views of the ministers 
regarding 


the military questions discussed yes- 
terday by the generals in conference, 
says a garrison of six. thousand men 
should be left at Tien-Tsin and the 
adjoining- district, 
Great Britain, 


Pance, Germany and Japan to con- 
tribute fourteen hundred men each 
and Italy to contribute -four hundred 
men. 
To garrison Shaugh-Sai-Kwan 


France, Russia, Great Britain 
and 


Jermany are to contribute 300 men 
each and Italy one company until 
;he forts are razed. 
So long as any 


lorces occupy Chinese territory the 
foreign military commanders must 
exercise the full authority of a civil 
administration, 
according to 
the 


principle established at The Hague in 
1890. 
The Chinese may remain in 


office, as in the case of Pao Ting Fu 
and, 
partly,'Tien-Tsin. 


Besides the six thousand men in 


the Tien-Tsin 
district, 
warships, 


which must always be in the Pei-Ho, 
will preserve communication with the 
nternatlonal fleet at Taku. 


To allow this administration 
to 


depend in any respect on tlie man- 
darins would be an utter impossi- 
bility. 
Friction, would arise imme- 


diately which would lead to difficult 
:onflicts, 
which 
will 
be 
better 


avoided. 


Tlie placing of the civil ndminis- 
ration under the military has 
a 


further, great advantage. 
It would 


be inconvenient to 
the 
Chinese, 


which would, therefore, endeavor to 
;et rid of it speedily by the settle- 
ment of peace conditions. 


When the troops at Tien-Tsin are 


•educed to two 
thousand 
by the 


granting of,-possibly, a quarter of 
:be concessions, then the question 
of an absolute Chinese administra- 
tion may be considered. 


The creation of a chief command is 


desirable for purely military reasons, 
is in cases of disorders or troubles 
of uuy kind military measures will 
ie required. 


These measures must take place 


where these troubles occur and the 
authority of the comniander-in-chicf 
must also extend 
to the legation 


guards at Pekin. 


Count Von Waldersee thinks the 


ministers' statement that there had 
never been a military administration 
or a permanent military organiza- 
tion in Pekin, as troops with ban- 
ners could not be considered as such, 
to be incorrect, as his investigation 
showed that a strong 
garrison of 


troops was at Pekin, with the latest 
modern arms. 


Concerning- the question of evacua-

British, Japanese and German com- 
manders were of the opinion that the 
evacuation could not commence until

demnities. 


The French commander would com- 


mence by withdrawing nine thousand 
in a fortnight and completing

withdrawal of the 
troops 
in six 


weeks, leaving only colonial troops 
here, on account of the climatic con- 
ditions. 
The Italian and Austrian 


commanders had not 
instructions,, 


and General Chaffee, 
the American 


commander, abstaned from express- 
ing an opinion. 
v 


General Wogack, the Russian com- 


mander, was not present at the recent 
meeting of the generals and Russia 
was not represented. 


The question of evacuation is most 


difficult, on account of the approach- 
ing hot season, which is very in 
jurious to the health of the troops 
and which, also, will increase th-s 
costs of the war indemnity immense- 
ly, result in the loss of hundreds cf 
soldiers and probably mean the re- 
tention of the troops for the winter. 


The generals were unanimously cf 


the opinion that the question, could 
be more speedily solved if the min- 
isters would treat separately regard- 
ing the amount of indemnity and the 
method of raising it. 


The second part of this question 


must.take many; moatns before - a 


Paris, M-ay 1.—The foreign office 


lias received a dispatch from Pekiii 
announcing that M. Pichon, tlie 
French minister, presented tod-ay the 
report of tlie committee on indemnity. 
The amount China is to be pay has 
been, fixed at 1,365,000,000 francs. 
How it is proposed

Both men were eager to settle the 


dispute in some decisive manner and 
when they met yesterday afternoon 
liey agreed to go to the fair ground 
ind light 
the 
matter 
out. The 


tragedy followed shortly afterward 
and there were no eyewitnesses to 
the affair. 
On the way to his death 


Stebbs passed his home and his wife, 
seeing him in company with Miller, 
and knowing there was bitter feeling 
between the two men, ran out of the 
louse with her ba'by in her arms and 
tried to dissuade her husband from 
continuing the altercation. 


Stebbs broke away from his plead- 
ng wife and continued with Miller 
on the way to the fair grounds. The 
wife, fearing for her husband's safe- 
ty, followed the pair with'the little 
one still in her arms. 
The angry 


men, 
however, quickened their pace 


ind the frightened woman was out- 
stripped. 
When within two squares 


of the scene of the tragedy she heard 
the fatal shot fired.

Vienna, April 27.—An epoch-mak- 


ing discovery in the training of chil- 
dren who ure born blind to see lias 
been achieved by Director Keller, of 
the Institute for the Blind. 
He ex- 


hibited before the Physicians' so- 
ciety a 7-yer.r-old boy born "blind, but 
-vith perfectly organized eyes—brain, 
blind as tiie doctors call it—whom he 
trvug-ht to discern colors and the 
forms of objects and read with the 
eyos in fourteen months. Hs was in 
tlucscl to attempt the method because 
he hr.d taught seventy-two deaf and 
dumb children with normal ears to 
hear and speak by working on the 
br.vln. The method consists in teach- 
ing the child in a perfectly dark room 
with one movable disc of light to dis- 
tinguish the light from darkness, he 
being unable to see. Perhaps this is 
developing in the slightest degree a 
faculty of -which the patient is no 
conscious. This takes months of pa- 
tient treatment. Then objects which 
the blind child knows by feeling aro 
place;' against the light disc. 
The 


child is told what they are calls;!. 
Then colored glass before a lamp 
teaches the child colors. Geometric" 
ligures on the disc are shown ant 
from, this he passes slowly on 
forming- letters, after which reading 
is taught. Then the disc is removed 
and the objects are shown in a dari 
room with rays of light falling upon 
tncTn. From this the sight is gradu- 
ally accustomed 
to the daylight

Placing tho Scotchman on the has- 
tily constructed field operating table, 
he caused the anesthetic to be ad- 
ministered, and hastening to the yet 
warm body of the dead Irishman, 
cut off the upper lip.

"PICTURE OP THE CRUCIFIXION 


IS SAID TO BLEED. 


He was - struck by 
lifeless body -was first noticed by tlie 
crew of another train which passed 
upon the'south track a short iinic- 
later. Tlie section men -were mti- 
i»ad and the body was, -witli tTia cor- 
oner's permission, removM to t!ie 
lioirielol the father, Charles -Richards, 
near tlie scene of the accident. 


Tliis morning- Coronsr Earnett went 


to ^ttmi-oeTille to ma&e an investiga- 
tion of the 'accident. He learned 
ihat young- Richards left liis bomo 
:iihoufc 3:30 o'clock Monday ai'ternoou, 
telling his mother he was g'oing foi- 
a walk in the woods. The railroad 
bridg-e on which, lie lost his life 1s 
a snort iron structure which, crosses 
:V sm-all creek flt the rear of the lUcli-. 
ards farm. The track is double, and 
between the tracks upon the bridge 
inns a oanter girder 
perhaps t\ro 


feet in heig-lit. 


How the young1 man came to be 


upon the 'bridge is unknown, and the 
t'oroner lias, not yet ascertained pre- 
cisely what train struck him. It Is 
evident, however, that Richards was 
near the eastern en!d of the bridge 
and upon the north, track whea lie 
was struck Tjy a west-bound train. 
The hcdy was struck in such a man- 
ner that 3-Uchards' head was thrown 
against the 
cornice of the raised 


structure :betweeii the tracks, com- 
pletely lifting the upper portion of 
his skull. 


>The body was then thrown forward 


and downward 
about the 
middle 


^giixler of the bridge, partially Be- 
tween, the tracks, breaking the right 
arm, the rit,iit thigh, and five rib* 
upon the right side. In this man- 
ner the mang-led body was suspend- 
ed head downward upon the bridge 
until noticed -by tlie crew of an east- 
bound train upon the south track, 
and the crew reported it to the sec- 
tion men.

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DR. TALMAGE'S SERMON. 


THE WAYS OF THE ANT, A STEONG DISCOURSE ON THE AD- 


VICE GIVEN BY SOLOMON THE WISE. 


Washington, D. C., April 29.—I 


this discourse Dr. Talmage draws h 
illustrations from a realm seldom 
utilized for moral and religious pui 
poses. Text, Proverbs vi., 6-8: ('G

The most of Solomon's writing 


have perished. They have gone ou 
of existence us thoroughly as th 
twenty hooks of Pliny, and most o 
the books of Aeschylus, and Eurip 
ides, and Varro, aud Quintilian. So' 
onion's Song find Ecclesiastec an 
Proverbs, preserved by inspiration 
are a small part of his voluminou 
productions. He was a great scieii 
tist. One verse in the Bible suggest 
that he was a botanist, a zoologis 
an ornithologist, an ichthyologis 
and knew all about reptilia. 
I 


Kings, iv.? 33; "He spake of trees 
from the cedar tree that' is in Leb 
anon, even unto the hyssop tha 
springeth out of the wall; he spak 
also of beasts, and of fowl, and o 
creeping things and of fishes." Be 
sides all these scientific works, h 
composed 3,000 proverbs and 1,00 
songs. 


Although Solomon lived long be 


fore the microscope was constructed 
be was also an insectologist, 
watched and describes the spide 
build its suspension bridge of silk 
from tree to tree, calling it th 
spider's web; and he notices its skill 
ful foothold in climbing the smoot 
wall of the throne-room in Jerusa 
lem, saying 
"The spider taketl 


hold with her hands, and is in king' 
palaces." But he is especially inter 
ested in the ant, and recommends it 
babits as worthy of study and imita 
tion, saying, "Go to the ant, thoi 
sluggard; consider her ways and hi 
wise; which having no guide, over 
seer or ruler, provideth her meat in 
the summer, and gathereth her foo 
in the harvest/' 


But it was not until aibout, 300 


years ago, when Jan Swammerdam 
the son of an apothecary at Amster 
dam, Holland, began the study of the 
ant under powerful lens, that the ful 
force of Solomon's injunction was un- 
derstood. The great Dutch scientist 
in his examination of the insect in 
my text, discovered as great display 
of the wisdom of God in its anatom; 
as astronomers 
discover in 
th> 


heavens, and was so absorbed anc 
wrought upon by the wonders he dis- 
covered in the ants and other insect? 
that body and mind gave way, anc 
he expired at 43 years of ag- 
martyr of the great science of insect- 
ology. 


No one but God could have fash- 


ioned the insect spoken of in the text, 
or given it such, genius on instinct 
Its wisdom for harvesting at the 
right time; its wonders of antenn 
by which it gathers food; and 
mandibles, which, instead of the mo- 
tion of the human jaw up and down 
in masticulation, move from side t> 
side; its nervous system; its enlarg- 
ing doors in hot weather for more 
sweep of br*ese; its mode of attack 
and defense, closing the gate at uighr 
against bandit invaders; its purifica- 
tion of the earth for human residence:

Now and then they mar- 
shal themselves into hosts and march- 
in straight line and come upon an en- 
campment of their own race, and de- 
stroy its occupants, except the young, 
whom they carry into captivity; and 
if the army come back without any 
such captives they are not permitted 
to enter, but are sent forth to make 
more successful conquest.

Bellamy's 
famous 
hook 


"Looking Backward,'' that Mr. "Wei) 
ster gained his first inspiration re 
gardirig the colony. 
It is to be mod 


eled on the Ruskin colony, now lo 
cated in Georgia, and formerly o 
Tennessee. 
It will cost $300 to be 


come a member of the colony and tha 
$300 gives the applicant a life mem- 
bership. 
Only ministers and law- 


yers will be barred. 


'•While I believe," Mr. WeT>stei 


says, "that every onan has a right to 
worship God according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience, I think 
it much better that he should do Iiis 
'Worshipping outside of the colony. 
Start a church and nine times out of 
ten you have laid the best 
stone in the world for a row. 


"Some lawyers may be honest, but 


their methods are of necessity dis- 
honest in many cases. 
What legal 


advice we need we can obtain in cith- 
er Manchester or Nashua, and we 
won't be taking as many chances as 
.we would with a lawyer in our 
midst. 


The articles of agreement which 


each member signs provide for the 
election of a trustee by the nison'bers 
of the colony, in whose name all the 
property shr.ll 
'be 
purchased and 


through whom all business shall toe 
transacted. 


This paragraph from the articles 


describes the purposes of the colony: 


"The specific objects of the colony 


shall be to acquire and collectively 
use the means of production and dis- 
tribution -with which to supply the 
iietassary sustenance and comforts 
for the members;, to apply the princi- 
ples of co-operation and fratemalism 
to industry that the best results may 
be obtained from the productive ef- 
fort, and that the condition of ths 
laborer shall tend 'to his mental, 
moral and serial development; to 
ameliorate the adverse conditions of 
life occasioned by accident or other 
misfortune by collectively bearing 
the expense thereof; to provide in- 
dustrial, commercial, educational and 
recreative facilities of tlie highest or- 
der and to demonstrate to the world 
the practicability and desirability of 
fraternal co-operation, as the proper 
<basis upon which to conduct the bus- 
iness of life." 


The agreement provides for the ex- 


pulsion, after a fair trial, of any 
member of the colony for failure to 
perform any of the duties assigiied 
him, or for conduct contrary to de- 
cency, sobi-iety or good morals. 


"Each member of the colony," Mr. 


.Webster explained, "must own one 
share of stock; 110 more and no less. 
We shall build a cottage house for 
each of the married men, for we do 
not believe in living together as is 
the case in. some colonies. 


"Of course, we shall use the greater 


part of the necessities of life on our 
farm and we expect also to raise a 
good deal of truck that we can dis- 
pose of in.the Manchester. Nashua 
and Boston markets. We shall found 
schools for the education of children 
and a large part of them will be de- 
voted to manual training. 


"This colony won't ha an asylum 


for either tramps or alien, and women 
who are too lazy to do their full share 
of the work. 
If a member is sick 


he will be cared for. 
If he dies he 


rwill be given a decent burial. 
If he 


lives he must etc iiis part of the work. 
Our motto will be. 'All'for one and 
one for all,' the slogan of 'The Three 
Guardsmen.' 


"Women will receive the same pay 


as the men, but the fact -that their 
family cares will take up a large por- 
tion of their time will not make it 
necessary for them to work as hard. 
Each man and woman will be as- 
signed to the work for ••which they 
are best fitted.

TIMES BETTER IN PORTO RICO 


EMIGRATION OF LABORERS TO 


CEASE. 


Antagonism to Governor Allen Said 


to Proceed from Non-Voters 


in 1900. 


Snn Juan de Porto E,ico, April 26.— 


It is not likely that more emigration 
agents will corns here. Those already 
here had EDO natives recruited for 
Hawaii aud expected to ship 1,000 
of them on the steamer Californian 
Wednesday, but she sailed with only 
544 emigrants. 
The 
agents 
an- 


nounce that this probably is due to 
the position of the planters, 
\vho 


wish to retain the laborers available 
until harvesting begins and there- 
fore any further attempts on a large 
scale to promote emigration will be 
useless. 


The emigration of Porto Eicaris to 


Ecquador has been put to nn end on 
account cf the widespread publica- 
tion here of an official report of the 
Jamaican authorities regarding the 
ill-treatment of Jamaican laborers in 
Ecquador. 


Secretary Hunt says the nlcades 


and other officials in the interioi 
towns acknowledge that'the times are 
much better than a year ago and thai 
the pessimists are gradually chang- 
ing their opinion. The recent appro- 
priation for road, work will provide 
employment for hundreds of people 
and open up a wonderfully rich coffee 
country, which at present is difficult 
to reach. 


KTr. Hunt says there is no doubt 


that the entire opposition to Governor 
Allen proceeds from the. disappointed 
party which did not vote in the elec- 
tions in 1900 and which is now so 
anti-American that its chic? prohibits 
his followers to accept government 
appointments. Yet the richest plant- 
ers and merchants in the island are 
enrolled in this party. 


Level-headed people see progress in 


the near future. The federals here 
do not like to see the school houses 
springing" up. Thsy arc rich p.nd do 
not worry about the education of 
their own children, but it annoys 
them tc see the poorer classes being 
educated to their intellectual level. 


MADISON'S OLD HOME. 


Montpelier, the beautiful home of 


the late President Madison, down in 
Orange county, Virginia, at the foot 
of the Blue Ridge mountains, has re- 
cently bfjen sold at auction, and the 
purchaser was V/illir.m Dupont, the 
powder manufacturer of Wilmington, 
Del. 
The estate includes 1,300 acres, 


sixty p.cres of which is iu gardens, 
500 in forests and about 300 acres 
under cultivation, although the land 
is pretty well worn out. The man- 
sion, which is one of the best types 
of 
colonial architecture and com- 


pares well with Hount Vernon and 
Monticello, the home of Jefferson, has 
nassed through many vicissitudes, 
but is still dignified and imposing. 
The local traditions attribute it to 
William Thornton, who designed the 
capitol of the United States, and say 
that it was built by Madison's grand- 
father with bricks brought 
from 


Ingland, but the latter is question- 
able. 
Mcntpelier is more than 200 


years old, so that Dr. Thornton could 
not have designed it, but it is very 
likely that it was restored under his 
direction in 1794.—W. E. Curtis, in 
Chicago Record-Herald.

But they 
had no message to mankind thai 
touched find turned the heart of 
humanity from mere thinking an-! 
talking- to living that over-all which 
man in every age has apprehended. 
And so as Jesus, just risen from the 
der.d and anticipating His early re- 
turn t.o the Father, from whence He- 
had come by incarnation to tell the 
world of God's love—Jesus puts love 
high ever all things as the need 
which Peter had if he was to pro- 
claim the gospel of the cross to a 
suffering w-i-ld. 


REPEATS THE QUESTION. 


But Jesus that morning by the s?a- 


side did not stop with once asking 
Simcn: ' "Lovest thou Me more than 
these?" For when the npostls an- 
swered affirmatively, ths Lord said 
to him a second time: "Simon, loves', j 
thou Me?" 
Interpreters have ciif-; 


fered in stating what new idea was 
involved in this second inquiry, and 
possibly none have all or the most 
exact truth of the matter. To my 
thought Jesus meniit to emphasise 
"Me.*1 Christ's craving- was for love 
to Himself. Many au heir or heiress 
was worried lest a professed suitor 
thought more of the money involved 
in a marriage than of the selfhood of 
the fortunate possessor of the same. 
The craving cf a true heart is for 
affection for one's own sake; "lovest 
thou me?" -Wot my fortune, not my 
family name, but myself, aside from 
anything and centrally '-lovest thou 
mef" 
Peter met that searching-' 


second question bravely. 
But the 


Master saw the need of putting on 
still stronger rays of the search- 
light, end s'o asked him a third time 
the same question. 
x Doubtless the 


disciples recalled that three times 
over he had denied Christ shame- 
fully, and these three prehcs of his 
heart and conscience hurt him. 


PURPOSE OP THE MASTER. 


And so (lesson verse 17), "Peter 


was grieved" because Jesus had not 
stopped after the double confession: 
'.'I love Thee." But the aim of the 
Master was to have Peter answer to 
his own inner self, whether it was 
srenuine leve. or only mere sentiment 
or impulse. 
'Peter had always an ac- 


tive, excitable impulse of affection 
for Jesus, But more than that would 
be needed if he was to go out to 
"tend" Christ's flock. ' His senti- 
mental devotion was strong the night 
of 
Gethsemane, 
but 
not 
stron; 


eiioufrh to stand up against tempta- 
tion to timidity and treachery. Wow, 
Peter, you are to be faced -with ad- 
versaries and dangers more deadly 
than those you fled from in Geth- 
semane. And nothing other or less 
than deep, pure, genuine devotion to 
IVEe -will suffice to keep you faithful 
and firm. For let me tell you. Peter 
("verses 18-19), the time will come 
when a martyr's doom will end your 
days. 
For that mortal emergency 


nothing- -will nvail to make you vic- 
torious but affeciioiintfi for "Me"! 


TE.IAI.S OP MARTYRS. 


Natural temperament, though it 


have the lion's heart of courage, will 
serve only while there is noise anrl 
battle, give and take, going on. But 
m?,rtvrs have the trial of cells, all 
so quiet, in which to consider what is 
coming- upon the victim of violence, 
probably the next day. Martyrs are 
led in chains to the flaming stake, to 
the awful wheel on which they are 
to be broken. In such an extremity 
there is not staying power enough in 
brute courage to keep the dooms'.! 
one steadfast. 


But love will. Love to "Me" will 


serve to hold the heart *n any tem- 
pest of trial, as the sheet anchor does 
the ship. And therefore let it be set- 
tled for a certaintv what your inner- 
most relation to Me is:

GERMANY CLINGS TO ORIGINAL

VERSE CRITICISM. 


Washington, April 20.—The fol- 


lowing cablegram has been received 
at the state department from Mr. 
Squire, the United Stf.tea charge ai 
Pnkin, dated today: 


"The 
empress dowager has ap- 


pointed a board of national adminis- 
tration to relieve her of her public 
functions. They embrace three mem 
Tiers of the cabinet now with the em- 
press at Sian-Eu and Prince Ching, 
Viceroy Li and Prince Kung, who are 
now in Pekin." 


This news is regarded as of im- 


portance, indicating, as it does, the 
relinquishment by the empress dow- 
ager 
of the arbitrary powers she 


heretofore has exercised. It also is 
apparent that she has placed herself 
in a position to avoid direct responsi- 
bility to the foreigners, for whatever 
'may happen in the future the board 
will have to bear the brunt of any 
complaint. 


It is felt that the appointment of 


this board will make it much easier 
for the foreign ministers to transact 
business with the Chinese govern- 
ment. 


The three members of the cabinet 


now at Sian-Fu include the notorious 
Jung-Lu, who was one of the most 
active in the outbreak against the 
foreigners last summer. One of the 
other members of this council is 70 
years old and is said to be greatly 
debilitated. The third member hits 
been at least 'luke-warm toward for- 
eign interests. 


The choice of these three is looked 


upon as likely to complicate the good 
•which Li Hung Chang and the others 
may accomplish.

W. S. Ament, of the American, board 
of foreign, missions of £he Congre- 
gational church, whose collection of 
indemnity for damages done by box- 
ers in China 'has caused considerable 
discussion, takes vigorous exception 
to the criticisms made by Mar£ 
Twain and others as to -the alleged 
misconduct of the missionaries. He 
says:

500 native Chris- 
tians upon our hands, no food, no 
clothing, no money and every Chris- 
tian house burned. 


"-On ths very day of the arrival of 


the allied forces we were informed 
that we must leave the British lega- 
tion, as it was to be used as head- 
quarters for the officers of the Brit- 
ish army. I immediately thought 
of a mongol puince, Hsi Ling, who 
w.i3 an ally of the boxers and whose 
place was the 'headquarters of "boxers 
and 
blacklegs. 
We found 
the 


prince's place entirely empty and the 
next day we brought up our native 
Cfc -istians and occupied the deserted 
place. In that house and its neigh- 
boring houses that we occupied we 
put more than 400 people. We took 
only abandoned property, 


"The -only food In the'prince's pal- 


aco was a hit of rice. Wo decided to 
ss!l the clothing and curios found 
on the premises and realized $2,500 
in gold. They were bought by Brit- 
ish and American officers at a pri- 
vate sale of two weeks' duration. 


"Native Christians brought us 


furs and sables which they had pur- 
chased at a low price from wealthy 
Chinese, who feared they might be 
looted by the military people and 
who -wrera willing to dispose of them 
for a little money. These articles 
were sold at our palace to British 
and other officers. I considered tha 
that was ft fair, honest speculation 
which injured nobody and that bene 
flte'd many people.

THE CURIOUS GOOSE PLANT. 


The goose plant is a native of Gua- 


temala, and its name is truly descrip- 
tive. Its bud has the perfect shape 
of a goose, with a head and neck 
proudly arched, ns if floating in the 
water. The average length of a but! 
is sixteen inches. As it bursts in*o 
bloom the breast opens, showing ,V 
delicate cone-shaped orifice, liued 
with a rich purple, velvety surface, 
simply exquisite in coloring and trac- 
ing. In full bloom it resembles nu 
enormous leaf, about fifty inches in 
circumference. 


It has a long, string-like tail, t 


feet, six inches in length. In some 
respects it resembles the 
nig-ht- 


blooming 
ccreus. 
It 
makes its 


growth during the night, and all 
bloom is put forth in the silence of 
darkness. Further, it blooms but to 
fade. 
The bud expands into fiill 


bloom in three days, but the flower 
withers in a day. 


Its odor, however, is decidedly dif- 


ferent from that of the queen of the 
night. The bud has no odor, but that 
of the bloom is an almost unbearable 
stench, exactly like that of decaying1 


meat. It attracts the regular blue 
jottle, or carrion fly, and swarms of 
them arc buzzing about the strangely 
beautiful though repulsive flower. 
Theso flies are its agents of fert'liza'- 
;ion. 
It la a carder plant. The odor 


if decaying meat luras the flies to the 


The manner in which animals may 


be conveyed from one area or region 
to another by what may be called 
chance agencies has always formed a 


j subject of much interest in the eyes 
of naturalists.

plants.

ocean. A recent report of the Indiai

Dr. Lucas 
lays down ssvernl propositions which 
may bp generalized as follows: Ap- 
pendicitis is a new disease or its de- 
velopment into the frequent malady 
of the present i? a new thing; it is a 
sort of epidemic; more frequently 
than otherwise it is the localizing of 
the grip. ,Its prime causes, he thinks 
are improper or insufficient purgation 
of the digestive organs and the, ex- 
cessive use as food or freshly slaugh- 
tered meat. 
The French physician, 


in his discussion of the disease, gave 
one of the most prominent physicians 
of an American city as his authority 
for the statement that one-third.of 
the population of that city was af- 
flicted with appendicitis or had the 
germs of the disease in their systems. 


IS NEW HUMAN AFFLICTION. 
He Coes not countenance the theory 


of some physicians that appendicitis 
has existed for generations, but that 
the medical profession was not ob- 
serving- enough to discover it aud 
treat it as a distinct ailment. He be- 
lieves that for many generations Eu- 
rope and America have had surgeons 
and physicians who would not have 
failed to record and endeavor to seek 
a remedy for this malady had it been 
developed in their patients. -He from 
his researches thinks that whilo thers 
has always been n vermiform disease 
arising therefrom it is only in the 
present generation that the changed 
conditions of living have made the 
disease important. 


His theory about the 
disease is 


based on his observation and the re- 
jection of other eminent physicians 
of the old theories which were held 
a few years ago about it being trace- 
able to grape seeds and the like. 
These have been exploded long since, 
he says, and the physician must look 
somewhere else in his search for the 
origin of this new foe to human life 
which it is his business to battle 
with. The malady known as appen- 
dicitis is but little understood, and, 
like many other physicians, he ad- 
mits that practically nothing is 
kno-wii of itexcept that it is dangerous 
and often fatal, and that of late years 
it has increased at an alarming rate. 
It is known by physicians that it is 
catarrhal inflammation of the mu- 
eousinenibranes,. which, extending to 
the appendix, produces a condition of 
purulence that becomes localised per- 
itonitis. But what the inflammation 
proceeds, from and what is the origi- 
nal cause are problems which have:
